HE voters' assistance law, enacted in the administration of j 


Governor Fisher and at his earnest insistence after a rather; 


bitler battle, is a good law but is much more honored in the j 
breach than in its enforcement. 
; 


The law provides that assistance shall be given only when j 


the voter is unable to see or physically unable to mark his bal- j 
lot. 
The voter asking for assistance must state his -disability | 


under oath and a record must be kept on blanks provided of the 
voter assisted, the reason for assistance and the .name of the 
one assisting him. 


Severe penalties, including imprisonment, are provided in 


the law with mandatory prison sentences for election officers 
who permit any persons to receive assistance without comply- 
ing with the terms of the act. The record of assisted voters is a 
part of the official records of the election and are to be filed 
with the prothonotary by the judge of election when the official 
returns are made. These records may be opened for inspection 
on order of court. 


Mew forms for ihese records to be used in this fall's elec- 


tion have been prepared by the election bureau of the depart- 
ment of the commonwealth with definite instructions to mem- 
bers of election boards regarding the law and its enforcement. 
The law, it is staled, will be strictly enforced this fall. 


CONFLICTING PLANS 


To those who put implicit faith in the efficacy of a "planned econ- 


omy." complexities that arise are often disturbing. 


Every effort is intended to serve as a stimulant to normal busi- 


ness operations. Certainly no brakes are needed, but when efforts are 
applied in opposite directions, the effect is the same as the application of 
a brake on the wheels of progress. 


Take, for instance, the -government plans to stimulate building and 


reconditioning of homes. Easy credit is being made available for per- 
sons of small income, so that they may enjoy the luxury of independence 
in comfortable quarters. 


On the other hand, N. R. A. codes are held responsible for a trend 


toward higher prices of lumber and other building materials, though there 
has been no revival of trade as the usual concomitant. Also, to increase 
buying power, higher wages are decreed in the building crafts. These 
things have a tendency to raise building costs. 
In spite of the driVe 


now being started by the Federal Housing Administration, and the easy 
credit terms being arranged for the benefit of home owners, the higher 
prices may serve as a deterrent. Prices are not yet excessive, as com- 
pared with pre-depression days, but they do show this upward trend.— 
Minneapolis Journal.

single week the newspapers reported the death of a man who once hunted 
pirate treasure, the lifting from the ocean flora of one treasure shop and 
the finding of another wreck supposed to have a full bullion room. 


There is more treasure hunting today than in the romantic days 


of old because science has provided better equipment. Diving bells, sub- 
marine tools for cutting steel and salvage ships now make it possible 
lor man to reach ships lying on the ocean floor. 


From the wrecked liner Egypt a salvage crew has recovered 1033 


bars of pure gold, bars of silver and thousands of British sovereigns, 
marking up one score in favor of the treasure hunters. Deep-sea div- 
ers are now breaking into the bullion room of another wreck, and several 
expeditions treasure-bent have been organized in the last year or two. 


Discovery or recovery of a room full of gold bars is especially prof- 


itable today with gold commanding a high price andtin great demand. A 
lew yellow bars will play a treasure.hunter a handsome profit. 


Hunting buried or lost treasure is still the world's biggest gamble, 


with the odds against the gambler. It is a dangerous, expensive business 
in which the seeker pays a high price for the "easy money."

of the armies of Von Kluck and 
Von Bulow.

Militia Force 
In New Orleans 
For Big Cleanup 


Long's State Militia Force 


Enters New Orleans For 


Vice Cleanup

NEW ORLEANS, La., Sept. 7.— 


The mailed fist of United States 
Senator Huey P. Long, Louisiana's 
dictator by act of a legislature benfc 
to his will, crashed down on the city 
of New Orleans today. 


An army of 2,200 men, the state's 


entire militia force, mobilized thru- 
out the night in 17 cities and towns 
in Louisiana under secret orders 
from Adjt. Gen. Raymond Fleming 
and began a hurried march to this 
city. 


The object of the state-wide troop 


movement was shrouded in official 
secrecy. Gov. Oscar K. "Okay Huey" 
Allen, fresh from a star chamber 
"citizens" meeting attended only by 
some 50 persons whom he summoned 
to confer on alleged vice conditions 
in New Orleans, refused to discuss 
the matter. Gen. Fleming was tight- 
lipped. Commanding officers of the 
units said no explanation was given 
in the mobilization orders. 


Conspiracy Afoot. 


Senator Long, in a tirade against 
the city administration of Mayor T. 
Semmes Walmsley, voiced over the 
radio from the militia-guarded star 
chamber hearing of the legislative 
committee conducting an investiga- 
tion of alleged municipal corrption, 
yesterday, however, was believed to 
have given the cue. 


Long, prosecutor-in-chief of the 


inquiry, charged the 
committee's

fornia, who has his own "epic" plan. 


While Sinclair declared he had 


been called a Bolshevist in Califor- 
nia for advocating the same thing, 
officials noted considerable differ- 
ence in the "Ohio Plan" and Sin- 
clair proposal to set up a huge, sep- 
arate system of society conducted 
by the jobless.

But Hezekiah was optimist enough 
to believe that the old -wounds could 
be healed if only both sides could 
be brought together about their an- 
cient paschal meal to "read the same 
Bible and pray to the same God." So 
he sent urgent invitations to all the 
twelve tribes beginning with his 
nearest neighbors in the tribes of 
Ephraim and Manasseh and extend- 
ing away up to Asher and Zebulun 
in the extreme north. It was more 
than a gesture of good will. He made 
a passionate and eloquent plea that 
they renounce their idolotry and re- 
turn to the true God, whom he was 
generous enough to call not the God 
of Judah but of Israel: "Ye children 
of Israel, turn again unto the Lord, 
the God of Abraham, Isaac and Is- 
raeZ, that he may return to the 
remnant of you that are escaped out

Healing Breach of Secession 


Having cleaned the temple and 


restored its pure worship, Hezekiah 
planned a great nation-wide observ- 
ance of the ancient Passover Sup- 
per, and he planned it not only for 
the tribes of his own southern king- 
dom of Judah, but also for the tribes 
of the northern kingdom of Israel 
who had seceded 250 years before 
and left a breach for whose healing 
little had been attempted by any of 
the kings on either side of the line. 
But Hezekiah was optimist enough 
to believe that the old wounds could 
be healed if only both sides could 
be brought together about their an- 
cient paschal meal to "read the same 
Bible and pray to the same God." So 
he sent urgent invitations to all the 
twelve tribes beginning with his 
nearest neighbors in the tribes of 
Ephraim and Manasseh and extend- 
ing away up to Asher and Zebulun 
in the extreme north. It was more 
than a gesture of good will. He made 
a passionate and eloquent plea that 
ihey renounce their idolotry and re- 
turn to the true God, whom he was 
generous enough to call not the God 
of Judah but of Israel: "Ye children 
of Israel, turn again unto the Lord, 
the God of Abraham, Isaac and Is- 
rael, that he may return to the 
remnant of you that are escaped out 
of the hand of the kings of Assyria 
. . . Be not like your fathers, but 
yield yourselves unto the Lord, and 
enter into his sanctuary, which he 
hath sanctified forever." 
Despite

Armaments of the police force ri- 


valed those of the military. Four- 
teen modern sub-machine guns and 
nearly 200 automatic rifles, sawed 
off shotguns and gas grenades were 
in the police arsenal. 


"We're well protected, but I am 


hoping there will be no trouble," 
Superintendent 
of 
Police George 
Rcyer told International News Serv- 
ice. "Certainly no trouble will be 
precipitated by the New Orleans po- 
'lice force." 


Police Not Afraid. 


And Mayor T. Semmes Walmsley, 


who once captained the Tulane foot- 
ball team, declared: 


"No mobilization of troops will in- 


timidate or stop the honest citizens 
of New Orleans from casting their 
ballots next Tuesday.' They cannot 
be scared by this show of armed 
force."

PROVE GARDEN SOIL 


Where vegetables have been haj- 


vested and the ground is bare the 


I soil can be lightly cultivated 
and 


some rye sown as a cover crop. Tlie 
rye can be broadcast and covered by 
raking-in the small patch or harrow- 
ing in the larger garden. 


I 
Between the rows of late matur- 


ing crops rye also may be seeded if 
the operation does not injure foliage 
of the crops. When the first frost 
kills the tomatoes and beans the 
vines of these crops can be removed 
! and rye sown there. 


Rye planted 
September 1 will 


'• make a good fall growth -which can 
i be spaded or plowed under early in 


I the spring. If the rye is not shown 
until about October 1, it will not 
make so much fall growth but if it 
can be allowed to stand longer in 
the spring a good growth will re- 
sult before it is plowed or spaded 
under. 


A cover crop or green manuring 


crop on the ground during the win- 
ter has many advantages. It pre- 
vents washing of the soil, takes up 
and holds the available fertility so 
that it does not leach away, and 
produces an abundance of organic 
matter which improves the water- 
holding capacity and working condi- 
tions of the soil. 


Sometimes wheat is used instead 


of rye for the cover crop on the 
garden but it does not make as 
abundant growth usually nor start 
so early in the spring as rye.

| 
When and how a hen molts are 


j good indications of her productive 


I ability. If molt is to be considered 
in culling, one must be certain that 
the hens have been cared for prop- 
erly. 
Moving the hens from one 


house to another or changing their 
feed will force them to molt. 
In 


fact, any slight change in manage- 
ment or environment will cause both 


good and poor hens to molt now, the 
natural time for molting. 


If nothing is done to upset the 


birds, the good layers will continue 
to lay and will not molt until late 
summer or early fall. The poor pro- 
ducers will molt early and usually 
will take long vacations. 


Tests made at the Missouri sta- 


tion indicate that the late molter 
not only lays more winter eggs, but 
lays more eggs the following year 
than the early molter. 


The tests show that as a rule 


early molters are not profitable to 
keep. Their laying period is short- 
ened considerably and they are most 
certain to be unprofitable birds the 
second year. Then, too, they are 
naturally 
slow molters 
and 
take 


long vacations. In many cases, the 
early molters also are capable of 
laying only about 15 eggs a month 
instead of 20 to 25 as usually is the 
figure for the late molters.

Where vegetables have been h ar­ 
vested and the ground is bare the 
soil can be lightly cultivated and 
some rye sown as a cover crop. The 
rye can be broadcast and covered by 
raking in the small patch or harrow­ 
ing in the larger garden. 
Between the rows of late m atur­ 
ing crops rye also may be seeded if 
the operation does not injure foliage 
of the crops. 
When the first frost 
kills the tomatoes and beans the 
vines of these crops can be removed 
and rye sown there. 
Rye planted September 1 
will 
make a good fall growth which can 
be spaded or plowed under early in 
the spring. If the rye is not shown 
until about October 1, it will not 
make so much fall growth but if it 
can be allowed to stand longer in 
the spring a good growth will re­ 
sult before it is plowed or spaded 
| under. 
A cover crop or green manuring 
crop on the ground during the win­ 
ter has many advantages. 
It pre­ 
vents washing of the soil, takes up 
and holds the available fertility so 
that it does not leach away, and 
produces an abundance of organic 
m atter which improves the water- 
holding capacity and working condi­ 
tions of the soil. 
Sometimes wheat is used instead 
of rye for the cover crop on the 
garden but it does not make as 
abundant growth usually nor start 
so early in the spring as rye. 


j good and poor hens to molt now, the 
natural time for molting. 
If nothing is done to upset the 
birds, the good layers will continue

The poor pro­ 
ducers will molt early and usually 
will take long vacations.

The tests show that as a rule 
early molters are not profitable to 
keep.

In many cases, the 
early molters also are capable of 
laying only about 15 eggs a month 
instead of 20 to 25 as usually is the 
figure for the late molters.

taken a 24-hour stay of execution 
on account -of wet grounds, the 15- 
round re-play between Barney Ross 
and Jimmy McLarnin for the world's 
welterweight championship is to go 
on tonight, with the original plot 
unimpaired and a few added se- 
quences thrown in, by way of em- 
phasis and for good measure. 


No sooner was the postponement 


announced than a firm of betting 
commissioners called up to state that 
the odds of 7 to 5 on Ross had ad- 
vanced to 9 to 5 because of an in- 
side tip that the champion would 
get heavier overnight, thus more 
nearly reaching a parity with Mc- 
Larnin, who it seemed, figured to 
remain at or near the same weight. 


McLarnin Heaviest. 


At the official weighing in yester- 


day, McLarnin, the real welterweight 
did 145 3-4 pounds, while Ross, the 
combination lightweight - w e l t e r - 
weight champion, came in at 140. 
They won't be required to weigh in 
again today, so they can do any- 
thing, everything or nothing about 
the weight situation In the mean- 
time. 


This was a surprising figure for 


Ross, since he is supposed to be a 
legitimate lightweight who Is mere- 
ly stepping out with the older boys 
when he plays In the class above. 
What he could possibly want with 
more weight overnight and why this 
would affect the betting is one of 
life's many mysteries. 
Ross beat 


McLarnin out ol the title three 
months ago on speed; he'll need 
even more this time, because Mc- 
Larnin figures to be better. Even 
the physical examination yesterday 
showed that. He had only one round 
of boxing in 18 months and was 
down around a worried 143 pounds 
when he went in there in May.

A cover crop or green manuring

vents washing of the soil, takes up 
and holds the available fertility so 
that it does; not leach away, and 
produces an abundance of organic 
matter which improves the water- 
holding capacity and working condi- 
tions of the soil. 


Sometimes wheat is used instead

Letter Made Known 


A letter from Driggs to his Polish 


agent, Florjan Ziemba, dated Jan 
24, 1929, said: 


"As you know the United States 


war department is now cooperating 
with us 100 per cent. They have even 
changed the policy to a more favor- 
able one to us than when you were 
here. 


"The ordnance department 
offi- 


cials said that the department was 
now more concerned in having our 
plant get work than government 
plants." 


Anti aircraft gun designs were de-
